investigators took longhand notes throughout, thev 

did show howard a subpoena with his name on it. 


howard authenticated their position by seeing their ID. he 
asked if. they were armed, they said no and consented to . 
part their jackets, he then removed his handgun from his 

person and 4e* put it in a drawer, howard said this shook 
them up. 


he said most of their questions concerned his affairs in the 
miami area from circa 1962 to 1964. they seemed to be most 
concerned with his knowledge or relationships with organized 
crime figures such as trafficante, martino, farini, enrique 
ra molina and others, they queried howard about his 
relationships with hall and logue and hemming, he said they
